Governor Bnsk to-day deposited with 
State Treasurer Harshaw £70,79'87, the 
amount collected from the general gov- 
ernment on the eettement 
ot various 


claims. Of this amount §27,091.72 waa 
Irom war clams abandoned by the state 
years ago, but revived by Governor East 
end viRcrcusly piostcuted until o settle- 
ment was reached. The remainder of 
the traount depositd, S29.10D.C5, waa the 
five per centum Irom Bales of the public 
lands for tbe jearHlSSi, 1SS5, ISSGand 
1887. Tho five ptr centnm for the year 
1883, amounting to S24.2UG.21, wes de- 
posited by tho governor on tbe 10th ot 
February last. 


When Governor Busk assumed the 


duties (.t executive of the state the five 
per centum from tho sales of public lauds 
had not been settled tor several years, 
and this is the first time since the war that 
they have been settled up to date. He 
has collected altogether from this source 
8102,245.81, which all goes to the schoo. 
fund. 


When tho governor was inaugurated in 


1SS2, the state was indebted to the gen- 
eral Koveinmtnt on tno direct -war tax 
S207, G85.1G, which has £.11 been paid. 
Governor Eutk fays the war tax, in his 
opinion, should be refunded to|the states. 
Wisconsin has paid her quota in full, and 
as the war lex was really an enforced 
loan it should be returned to us. 


In 1SS5, acting under authority of an 


tot ot tbe legislature, the governor ip • 
pointed Col. Goo. W. Burchard, of For* 
Atkinson, as agent of the state for the 
proseention ol the swamp land claims 
against the general government. Col. 
Bnrohard has procured patents for abou1 


40,000 acios ol land, and has a bill pend- 
ing in congress for 8125,000 of indemnity. 
Governor Rusk epeaka m the highett 
te:ms ot Col. Burchard's services, espe- 
cially in settling tbe war claims which 
had been abandoned by the state in 1870. 
These claims were all of bmall amounts, 
ranging from two dollars to one hundred 
dollars, and their settlement has baen ef- 
fected only by » vast amount of patient, 
painstaking labor.
